Don’t Be Stingy With 2,4-D 

Cutting dosages of 2,4-D to low- 
est possible amounts to reduce per 
acre costs of weed control is a 
short sighted and mighty expen- 
sive way of saving money. Using a 
too-low dosage will kill suscep- 
tible weeds and leave the more re- 
sistant ones to populate the area 
and speed the weed cover toward 
the resistant type, 

We need the dosage high enough 
so that it will stop seed production 
of the more resistant weeds or we 
will inherit it and its kind for our 
battle in years to come, 

When moisture reserves in 
soil are low, dosages should be 
made a_ little stronger, since the 
weed plants are more resistant at 
a time like this, Spraying should 
not be done except in rare cases 
until the grain plant has reached | 
a hight of from five to seven inch. | 
es, Then it is safe to spray until | 
it enters the shot blade stage. 
Spraying may be dangerous and 
injure the cereal crops if done dur- 
ing the shot blade and early head 
stage, 

The earlier a weed can be spray- 
ed, consistent with sufficient de- 
velopment of the grain plant, is 
the policy to carry out, As_ the 
weed plant advances in age, it will | 
require higher rates of 2,4-D to ac- 
complish the desired results.

STREET GRAVELLING PROJECTS COMMENDABLE 


Both the Town of Olds and the Town of Three Hills 
have been conducting energetic street gravelling pro- 
jects the past week and under the set-up the Town has 
provided gasoline for trucks, meals for the workers and 
incidental expenses, while the truckers and farmers 
have provided trucks, and business men have worked 
cr donated cash to pay day laborers. In this way the 
streets of both towns will all be gravelled, and at a 
moderate cost. 

In both Olds and Three Hills the need for regra- 
velling streets followed the installation of water and 
sewer systems, and since farmers as well as truckers 
vere using the town streets, the plan was accepted 
by all concerned and there has been little difficulty 
in getting trucks and help to complete the projects. 


The gravelling of the streets of our neighboring | 
towns under the co-operative basis is a commendable | 


undertaking and shows what can be accomplished 
with a little planning and initiative. 

Next summer the Didsbury streets will have to be 
gravelled, following completion of the Town water and 
sewer systems, and a project similar to that now being 
conducted in Olds and Three Hills could be organized 
here.

CUTWORMS 

Red Back Cutworms are doing 
more than ordinary damage this 
year in gardens, and also in fields. 
One field south west of Didsbury 
has been cleaned out by this pest. 
Damage is being done in a great 
many fields. A farmer north west 
of Olds feels the loss of over 200 
acres. The reason the pest is so 
serious this vear, I believe, is the 
result of the very dry conditions 
last summer. 

One Cultural control method sug: 
gested is not to touch your land 
from the first of August until the 
middle of September, or when the 
moths are laying the eggs. They 
lay in the loose dusty fields. Us- 
ually there is enough rain to form 
a crust on the fields and this pre- 
vents the moth laying eggs there. 
Last year in most cases no crust 
was formed, hence the presence of 
cutworms this year,
